No provision for alimony ‘as in- 
cluded in the divorce decree, which 
was signed in court by Judge Charles 
A. McDonald, after Mrs. McCormick 
had filed suit for divorce on charges 
of desertion against McCormick. The 
latter admitted the charges. 

While no announcement of any 
settlement was made in court, an 
agreement has peen reached  be- 
tween Mr. and Mrs. McCormick on a 
division of property, according to 
Clarence Darrow, one of counsel for 
Mr. McCormick. 

The McCormicks have three chil- 
dren, Harold Fowler Jr., Muriel and 
Mathilde. 

Mrs McCormick returned to this 
country a few weeks ago, after 
spending eight years in Switzerland. 
Upon her return she. took up *her 
residence in the McCormick town 
houst, “While McCormick moved to 
his efiate ac Lake Forest. Although 
they are jointly the backers and 
principal contributors to the Chicago 
Opera Association, and attend almost 
nightly, Mrs. McCormick has occu- 
pied a box on one side of the house 
and McCormick and his daughter 
Muriel, on the other.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Hope 
for an agreement to limit subma- 
rine tonnage was declared to have 
been abandoned today at the meet- 
ing of the arms conference aaval 
committee. 

A demand by France for a mini- 
mum submarine tonnage of 90,000 
tons was declared by delegates to 
have closed the door to any agree- 
ment, the American compromise 
proposal having been rejected finally 
arid completely by the French. 

Casting aside the possibility of 
harmonizing views on submarine 
tonnage, the American delegation 
brought forth a new proposal to lim- 


it the size of submarines and other 
auxiliary craft to a maximum of 
10,000 tons. 

Debate Lasts Two Hours. 

The presentation of the French 
viewpoint, based on calculations of 
her naval experts and reinforced by 
approval of the French Cabinet. 
meeting yesterday in Paris, was fol- 
lowed by lengthy discussions, the 
committee adjourning the session 
after two hours’ debate to meet 
again at 3 o'clock. 

Albert Sarraut, head of the French 
delegation, it is understood, present- 
ed with an air of finality the declara- 
tion that France could not accept 
less than 330,000 tons of auxiliary 
tonnage, in addition to a submarine 
tonnage of 90,000." The American 
compromise proposal would have 
given France about 31,000 tons of 
submarines. 

Japanese and British Replies. 

The Britigh and Japanese delega- 
tions are undefstood to have stated 
that, in view of the French stand on 
submarines, they would both feel 
compelled to reserve action on the 
tonnage ratio for auxiliary craft al- 
lotted Great Britain and Japan wun- 
der the American plan. 

Italian spokesmen following pre- 
sentation of the French demand, it is 
eaid, expressed regret that France 
had not seen its way clear to accept 
a smaller tonnage and Japan. also 
through her delegation spokesmen, 
deciared that the French demands 
amounted to something which Japan 
could not hope to sanction under the 
American proposal.
